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THE  ACTING  PRINCIPAL 

The  year  1968-69  began  with  the  largest  enrolment  in  the  history  of 
Hamilton  Teachers'  College.  It  has  been  a  year  of  innovation  —  a  revised 
curriculum  for  the  one  year  course  and  the  course  for  university  graduates, 
a  college  organization  involving  three  panels,  large  group  lectures  and 
seminar  discussions  in  teaching  methods,  expanded  use  of  films,  film  strips 
and  closed  circuit  television.  Many  experienced  the  open-concept  type 
of  instructional  technique  in  the  practice  schools.  The  new  concepts  have 
placed  an  increased  emphasis  on  the  knowledge  and  skill  of  the  teacher. 
The  year  heard  discussions  regarding  the  implications  for  education  of 
the  report,  "Living  and  Learning".  Late  in  the  year  came  the  report  on 
religious  education.    The  college  discontinued  the  annual  church  service. 

In  a  period  of  transition  from  the  traditional,  care  must  be  taken 
that  the  fundamental  purposes  of  education  are  not  side-tracked.  At  no 
point  in  time  has  the  need  for  moral  retrenchment  been  more  vital.  Here 
the  personal  qualities  possessed  by  the  teacher  are  indispensable.  The 
teacher  requires  a  dedication  and  an  attitude  toward  the  fundamental  issues 
of  teaching  in  particular  and  of  life  in  all  its  varied  aspects.  Only  so  is 
he  going  to  fulfill  his  role  in  the  educational  systems  into  which  he  is  now 
privileged  to  enter.
